ROBLEDO ATTACKS GOVERNMENT 


New Party Declares for Weyler and 
Continuance of War. 

Madrid, December 10.—At a meeting of 
the new party, led by Senor Romero Ro- 
bledo, called today in honor of Lieutenant 
General Weyler, Senor Robledo made a vi- 
olent attack upon the government. He 
held the policy of autonomy for Cuba up 
to ridicule, declaring that the liberals had 
deceived the country by placing the honor 


of the nation and the army in the hands of 
foreigners. He sald the effect of this 


course would be seen in less than three 
weeks. ‘ 

Offering his own services as leader of 
the party, Senor Robledo asserted that if 
the conservatives were in power they would 
continue the war with General Weyler. 

He announced that subscriptions would 
be opened to present a national gift to 
General Weyler nd to erect a monument 
to the late Senor Canovas del Castillo. 

All the eulogistic references to General 
Weyler were loudly cheered by the meet- 
ing. 


BLANCO HOLDS A RECEPTION. 


General Lee Introduces Americans to 
the Marshal. 

Havana, December 10.—Marshal Blanco, 
the captain general, he'd a reception at the 
palace last night, at which there was a 
large attendance of politicians, bankers 
and others. 

United States Consul General Lee intro- 
duced the captain general to Passed Sur- 
geon Eugene Wasdin and Passed Assistant 
Surgeon “H. D. Geddings, of the United 
States marine hospital service, who have 
been specially detailed by President Mc- 
Kinley to establish a laboratory here for 
the purpose of investigating the cause and 
nature of yellow fever, in which work 
they had been previously engaged at New 
Orleans. 


NAVY IN FLORIDA WATERS. 
Big Battleships Are Congregating Off 
the Southern Coast. 

New York, December 10.--The North At- 
lantic squadron, according to information 
given out at the navy yard today, will be 
on its way south by the 15th of the month. 
Repairs on the warships have been hast- 
ened as rapidly as possible, and the work 

will be completed by Monday. 

Some of the largest and most powerful 
vessels of the navy are now stationed at 
the navy yard here. Among them are the 
New York, Brooklyn, Iowa, Texas, Massa- 
chusetts, Helena and Terror. The monitor 
Puritan left the station Wednesday. 

The warships will sail for Hampton Roads 
as soon as they are in readiness, where 
they will be joined by the Indiana, Maine 
and other vessels. When all are gathered, 
the annual winter cruise south will begin. 
The maneuvers of the vessels will be con- 
fined chiefly to Florida waters, with head- 
quarters at Key West. The Montgomery, 
Detroit and Vesuvius are already in Florida 
waters. s. pt: “ 
“The squadfgn will be joined by the tor- 
pedo fleet when warm weather sets in; and 
drills and torpédo bout maneuvers will. be 

The fleet will return to the Brooklyn 
navy yard in April. 


PEACE PREVAILS IN VENEZUELA 


United States Minister at Caracas 
Writes Department of State. 
Washington, December 10.—The United 
States minister at Caracas has written tu 
the department of state calling attention 
to a cablegram from Caracas which was 
widely published in the United States a 
few weeks ago, stating that a revolution 

had broken out in Venezuela. 

The minister says the report was entire- 
ly false and deprecates the effect it had 
on American interests in that country. 

He says prefound peace has preva‘led in 
Venezuela for several years, and that the 


indications are this peace will continue in: 
definitely. '

That side engaged the only two bands 
available and held two meetings in differ- 
ent parts of Brunswick. At 8 o’clock the 
whites, headed by their band, joined the 
negroes at their hall and with joint forces 
marched in a whooping, yelling mass past 
the city hall, where the administration 
forces were gathered in numbers, 

With both bands playing and the entire 
line yelling the demonstration was: for- 
midable. 

The good government element was led 
in the procession by Deputy Sheriff Emmet 


Taylor behind the marine band. 


F. E. Twitty and other white leaders 
estimate the line at not less than 500. The 
administration forces claim it was much 
‘less and that it contained at least 150 non- 
voters. 

Leaders of both sides claim tomorrow’s 
election. The Times, the administration 
organ, from a poll of the 1,200 registered 
claims an average majority of 300. The 
good governments claims the fight by a 
good majority. 

Tonight both sides are working the fa- 
mous Augmsta bull pen racket. Adminis- 
tration men claim the most money and 
both sides are expected to use money free- 
ly. All-night meetings and speeches are

Murder of Brown Smith’s Family Hes 
Been Cleared Up. . 


PRISONER MAKES CONFESSION 


Charles Lewis Admits His Guilt and 
Implicates Two More Men. 


TRIAL IS NOW GOING ON IN LAWFUL WAY 


It Is Believed That a General Clean- 
Up of That Section Will Be Made 
by the Crowd. 


New Orleans, December 10.—A special to 
“he Picayune from Wesson, Miss., says: 

“Your oorrespondent has just interviewed 
o1.e of the most prominent men in this sec- 
tion, who left the scene of the massacre of 
the Brown Smith family this morning. The 
accused negro, Charley Lewis, is being 
-tried before Justice D. T. Holmes; he has 
given testimony implicating two other ne- 
groes—Will Powell and Andy Smith, who 
are now in custody. 

“My informant is positive that the ne- 
groes will not be lynched tonight, but that 
the recent lynching at Monroe will be 
imitated, making it public, and each negro 
will be made to carry pine knots to burn 
the other. 

“The trial is being conducted im a lawful 
manner. The committee has charge of 
the prisoners, and ‘wi!l not permit them to 
be sent to any jail. During the trial Lewis

New York, December 10.—The great six- 
day bicycle race at Madison Square Garden 
has narrowed itself down to fifteen riders.

‘At midnight he was something like 235 
miles ahead of the world’s record and with 
twenty-four hours to spare, he had covered:

dition and would be able to continye to 
the end without danger of collapse. 

Rice, who is the second man in the con- 
test, though nearly a hundred miles behind 
the leader, is standing by his colors with 
dogged determination. 

It was said during the day that he had 
asked to be taken off, but the manner in 
which he has been through the night shows 
it is not the’spirit of his wishes. He is in 
to stay to the end and his trainers think 
that he will be much nearer the Chicago 
man at the end of the next twelve hours 
than he is at the present.

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WORKING HARD FOR 


SOUTHERN PRISON 


Congressman Livingston Peels Sare He 
Will Wia the Fight. 


NO LOCATION IS SUGGESTED 


Declares That the Measure Could Have 
' Been Accomplished Once. 


HE TELLS OF A FAILURE BEFORE 


Congressman Is Willing To Leave the 
Location to Events Produced 
by Securing Appropriation. 


Washington, December 10.—(Special.)— 
Congressman Livingston has great hopes 
that the house will at this session or the 
next pass his bill previding for the estab- 
lishment of a southern federal prison. 
While his bill makes no mention of locality, 
he is, of course, anxious to get the prison 
for Atlanta, although, ag he expresses it: 

“We will not attempt to cross that bridge 
until we get to it.” 

His idea, as explained in The Conatitu- 
tion, is to get favorable action On the 
proposition to appropriate $100,000 fur the 
establishment of such a prison and then 
fight over the question of location with 
those who are to decide it later. 

The congressman does not particularly 
relish the efforts made to belittle his ef- 
forts in the past and to discredit them for 
the future. 

“Mr. Smith's paper,’ he said to me when 
I showed him the comment made by that 
newspaper upon his prison bill, ‘“‘would do 
well to tell the whole etory of the failure 
of that former effort in this line. The act 
passed by the fifty-first congress empow- 
ered the attorney general and the secretary 
of the interior to select sites for three 
federal prisons. Subsequently the federal 
buildings at Kansas City were on our hands 
and were converted into a federal prison, 
leaving two to be decided upon. The com- 
mittee on appropriations would take no 
action because it believed the secretary 
of the interior and the attorney general 
had full authority under the law to go 
ahead and determine the question of loca- 
tion, and the committee thought that un- 
til that question was decided nothing in 
the way of appropriation could be done. 
The committee had no means of knowing 
how much would be required until the site 
Was determined upon. I believe that Mr. 
Smtih, who was secietary of the interior, 
and the attorney general should have got 
together and determined the question 
of site, but it seems they hesitated because 
they thought there should be a preliminary 
appropriation. J] thought that as they were 
salaried officials, and as they aad to 
do was to get together either in the office 
of the secretary or the attorney general, 
they should have wasted no time in doing 
that. 

“But it seems the secretary and the at- 
torney general construed the law differently 
from the members of the appropriations 
committee, who were only waiting for their 
action; and finally, in order to take from 
them the excuse they were advancing for 
their non-action. I introduced a bill pro- 
vid.ng, for a southern prison and carrying 
an appropriation of $100,000. The law mak- 
ing those two officials the board to decide 
the location still remained in force and 
when my bill came up in committee it was 
fought by some of the other southern 
members on the grounds of Secretary 
Smith’s membership of the board. The 
fight was led by John McCall, a republi- 
can congressman from Tennessee, who 
eontended that as Mr. Smith was one of 
those to whom was left the question of lo- 
cat.on, the case was already prejudiced in 


favor of Atlanta to the detriment of other | 


southern cities which were applicants. Mc- 
Call gave the casting vote against my bill 
on those grounds. He had been successful 
before that in inducing other members of 
the committee to vote with him on the 
grounds I have indicated. They took the 
posit'on that while the b:ll was general, it 
was really a local bill in favor of Atlanta 
because Mr. Smith was one of the two 
men to whom the decision of the matter 
af location was left. 

“That,’’ continued Colonel Livingston, 
‘ts the story of how the former bill came 
to fail. I have always believed that the 
secretary and attorney general had ample 
power under the law as it stood to have 
made the selection, and that if Ahey had 
des gnated Atlanta, as I have no doubt 
they would have done had they acted at 
all. the appropriation would have been 
made by the last congress and the work 
would have been begun before this. How- 
ever, there is no need crying over what is 
past. The attorney general has in his 
last report recommended the establishmeut 
of a southern prison, and I believe there 
is a chance to get my bill through, despite 
the fact that the republican administration 
is cry ng out for retrenchment. It seem- 
ed to be an even better chance before, but 
we fa‘led then, for the reason I have ex- 
plained. There is no doubt that such a 
prison should be established and I shall 
do everything in my power now, as I have 
done since the matter has been up, to bring 
it about.” 

In speaking of the necessity of the fed- 
eral prisons recommended by former leg- 
islation, the attorney general says in his 
report: 

“Should .it be deemed inexpedient now 
to make an appropriation sufficient io 
carry out the original purposes of taat 
law, it is suggested that at least one pen- 
itentiary should be established in a south- 
ern state for the confinement of convicts 
from southern districts. It has been ascer- 
tained that there are in the south quite a 
large number of reservations belong.ng to 
the governmem, military and otherwise, 
among which a suitable site for a prison 
eould doubtless be selected. If not, offers 
made after the passage of the act just 
mentioned show that the land required 
would doubtless be furnished free of cost 
to the government.’’ OHL.

Republican Leaders Hunting fer Money 
To Pay Current Expenses. 


CASH DRAWER ALWAYS EMPTY 
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a Sufficient Revenue. 


DINGLEY MEASURE PROVES A GREAT FAILURE 


The Party Will Try To Steer Clear of 
Legislation Which Will Force 
a Show Down. 


Washington, December 10.—(Special.)— 
Now the republican leaders have a plan 
by which they expect to retire the green- 
backs without resorting to legislation. The 
talk heard on the outskirts of republican- 
ism is that the president’s request for a 
law to enable him to impound the green- 
backs, paying them out only in gold and 
thus contracting the circulation, is not 
necessary, for he already had that power. 

The inspiration of this talk is doubtless 
found in the certainty that no bill of the 
kind the president desires could pass the 
senate, and the great probability that no 
such bill could pass the house; so these 
interests which dictated the message, 45s 
they dictate the financial policy of the 
administration, have found a way of se- 
curing one of the:r ends without running 
the gantlet of legislative action. The'r 
idea is that the way for the pres:dent to 
do is just to go ahead and do it, and they 
argue that the only thing which now 
stands in the way of such forced retire- 
ment is the lack of revenue. So long as 
the treasury is running behind, all the 
money that comes in hag to be pa.d out 
again for current expenses, but with 4 
surplus it would be different, 

The Dingley Bill a Failure. 

The Dingley bill has proved a great fail- 
ure ‘as a revenue producer. The republi- 
cans themselves acknowiedge this. It is 
certain that the tariff bill is net now bring- 
ing in sufficient revenue to run the govern- 
ment anywhere, except more deeply in 
debt. The possibility of a bond issue is 
staring the administration in the face and 
despite the assurance of the gold organs 
that ‘“‘bonds are all right,’’ the republican 
politicians want to fight shy of them. At 
the same time they will consent to the 
retirement of the greenbacks if some way 
to get out of the woods is shown them, and 
for that reason they are turning to the 
ways and means committee. 

Cha'rman Walker, of the committee on 
banking and currency, believes he won 
his fight against Mr. Dingley on the floor 
of the house the other day, and on the 
face of things, he did; but it will be found 
when the time comes that the real meas- 
ure of this session—the real measure ef- 
fecting the currency—will be reported from 
the committee on ways and means in the 
guise of a revenue measure. 

How more revenue is to be secured, the 
republicans find it extremely difficult to 
say. They cannot make any change in the 
tariff law, for a change would be an Open 
confession of that measure’s weakness, and 
it would nevér do to confess the failure 
of that greatest of all revenue and pros- 
perity producers; they cannot resert to 
the democratic Income tax because they 
had that tax declared unconstitutional: 
they may try some of the side issues that 
were proposed during the consideration of 
the Dingley bill, but under their own esti- 
mates these would not begin to bring all 
that is needed. They are erying for more 
revenue and can see no way to get it. 
In their desperation they are talking of 
reducing the expenditures. That is good 
democratic talk and might help toward the 
end desired, but it will never go w'th re- 
publican congressmen. Retrenchment? 
Why, what is the republican party for if 
not to furnish the opportunity for. rob- 
bing the government. It will never do for 
the republican party to back down from 
its proud position of the great national! 
party, which does not have to consider 
such petty trifies as economy. 

So argue the republican congressmen to

DR. GEORGE CASSIN IS DEAD 


He Passed Away Early Yesterday

AN OLD AND RESPECTED CITIZEN

Dr. George S. Cassin, who has been a 
prominent figure in Atlanta for many years, 
died yesterday morning at 5 o’clock, at 
his residence, 13 Hill street. 

His illness had beem of only a few 
weeks’ duration but was of such a serious 
nature that his death had been expected 
for some time. He passed away peacefully 
and without any apparent pain. 

Several weeks ago he seemed to be in 
excellent health, but was suddenly stricken 
with paralysis and never recovered from 
this. The attack is attributed to an acci- 
dent which befell him abeut three years 


ago. 

While walking down the street at that 
time an electric wire fell and struck him 
on the head, knocking him senseless. Since 
that time he suffered a pain in his head 
where the wire struck him, and this is sup- 
posed to have finally resulted in the stroke 
of paralysis which killed him. 

Dr. Cassin was well known in Atlanta 
and in his younger days was a leader of 
the youhg men.

Negro Confesses to Three Murders Before 
He Is Executed,

Fitzgerald, Ga., December 10.—(Special.)— 
The first legal hanging in forty-six years 
in Irwin county took place today at Irwin- 
ville, the county seat, Henry Nesbitt, a 
negro, dropping into eternity. 

The trap was sprung by Sher‘ft Handley 
at 1:21 and the attending physician pro- 
nounced Nesbitt dead at 1:28. 

Nesbitt killed James Arlington, a negro, 
in this city Monday evening, June 1, 1897. 
Previous to the murder Arlington and Nes- 
bitt were partners and worked together on 
the Georgia and Alabama railroad. A day 
or two previous to the murder Nesbitt rob- 
bed a fellow laborer of $17 in cash. «He 
told Arlington of ‘the theft and said he 
had the money. 

Arlington told the negro that Nesbitt was 
the thief. The negro demanded hig money 
of Nesbitt, but Nesbitt made a denial and 
asked who accused him of taking it. 

“One of your best friends,’ the negro re- 
plied, meaning Arlington. 

‘“D—n him, he woen’t live to see the gun 
rise,’’ said Nesbitt. 

Nesbitt then came to the city on the night 
of the killing, where he and Arlington had

Antony’s upon a. nobler brow than Cae- 
sar’s. 

“My fellow citizens, do I employ the least 
exaggeration when I say that the life of 
Mr. Grady not only lifts itself above the 
ordinary, but reaches into the miraculous? 
Cons:der, if you please, its environment 
and its results. ared upon. the old 
south’s feudal lap, immersed in the atmos- 
phere of its*pecullar institutions, exposed 
to the influence of that biiter and prolong- 
ed controversy which ushered in the-war 
between the states, and prematurely sad- 
dened by that reign of bloodshed. which 
not only desolated h‘s imperial southland, 
but cost him the sacrifice of his noble 
sire’s life; is it not miraculous indeed that 
this peculiar offspring of the did regime 
should become in after years the acknowl- 
edged champion of the new, and that ere 
the contending elements of passion had 
ceased their warfare in the nation’s c'ta- 
del this same magnetic and superb young 
Georgian should figure in the role of the 
beloved disciple, invoking peace upon the 


troubled land till, through the messt&e of- 


his lips, full reconciliation ¢ame at last, 
and Plymouth Rock, though reckoned rich 
in the glories of the Puritan, took added 
luster from the martyr eloquence of the 
south’s immortal cavalier! 

“The fhystery of such a life with its em- 
bodiment of subtle power completely haf- 
fies yo nergy mae except upon the postulate 
that what the world is given to regard as 
chance ig yet more wisely looked upon as 
providence. In every crisis of the past 
great leaders have ponded to the call of 
great occasions. When Israel oppressed in 
Esypt besought Jehovah for deliverance, 
who should appear upon the scene but 
Moses? When that great leader perished 
on the heights of Nebo, who should be 
chosen from among tlie tribes to lead the 
hosts of Israel into Canaan: but Joshua, 
the man of war? When Christianity in later 
years needed some stout apostle to bear its 
message to the. world's imperial capital and 
to plant the standard of the Nazarene itn 
the pagan stronghold of the Caesars, who 
should be commissioned to perform the 
task but the intrepid and eloquent St. Paul? 
When gibbets, stakes and inquisitions be- 
came the temporal rewards of piety in Eu- 
rope, who-should embark upon the seas 
in search of liberty’s asylum but Colum- 
bus? When America, through Henry’s elo- 
quence, was moved to declare her inde- 
pendence, who should arse to strike the 
fetters from her limbs and to light the 
Star of freedom in her sky but our own 
immortal Washington? So when the south, 
bereft of all save honor, and lying prostrate 
upon her fields of battle, cried out for some 
heroic soul to lift her from the ashes of 
humiliation and to plead her cause with 
noble eloquence before the bar of northern 
sentiment, who should arise in answer to 
her prayers but that illustrious Georgian 
upon whose consecrated brow we lay our 
wreaths of eulogy tonight. 


Mr. Grady’s Mission. 


“Mr. Grady’s mission was of a twofold 
character. 

‘1. As the upbuilder of the south, it was 
kis mission to rehabilitate her wasted foer- 
tunes, develop her marvelovs resources of 
soil and climate, encourage immigration 
to pour its tide into her lap and do all 
within his power to solve the problems 
which confronted her. 

“2. As the mediator between the two 
great sections, it was his mission to pour 
the oil of healing vpon the wounds of 
sectional estrangement and to bring about 
that mutual sympathy between the north 
and sonth which prevailed in the better 
days of the republic. 

“To this dual mission Mr..Grady devoted 
the cnelgies of his great soul with as 
much self-immolation as ever character- 
ized the zeal of mortal man. Every other 
desire and aspiration of his life was sub- 
ordinated to this one controlling purpose 


which became in very truth his pillar of ' 


cloud by day and his pillar of. fire by 
night. Old Cato, who stood up in the Ro- 
man senate and repeatedly exclaimed. ‘‘Di- 
lenda est Carthago,’ was not more wedded 


‘ta the cause of seeing Carthage steeped in 


ruin than Mr. Grady to the dream of see- 
ing Dixie rise again. Although for years he 
labored solely with his pen to bring about 
his cherished purpose, little recking of 
that other gift which lay within him, yet 
what sublime echoes did his matchiess 
tongue awaken when once its power was 
unloosed! What marvelous witchery did 
it giv2 him over human hearts? We are 
told that Scotland’s border chieftain could 
summon at a oem ig blast some thousand 
knights full arm into the field of battle; 
but when the voice of Mr. Grady dedicated 
to old Dixie’s cause, rang out among the 


hills and valleys of the southland, vaster | 


legions of intrepid patriots flocked to the 
standard of this hero of the olive branch 
than — rallied to the call of Roderick 
Dhu. ch power over men as belonged to 
this magnetic man has rarely left the 
creative sources of omnipotence to consort 
with human flesh. Well may old Georgia 
weep tonight; well may the cedars bow 
their heads upon her mountains; well may 
the surges of old ocean break with sadder 
cadence on her shores, for Grady’s glo- 
rious life is ended, and out in the embrace 
of hs spn inace sleeps the noblest of her 
sons ‘? ‘ 


Proceeding from this point Mr. Knight 
discussed at some length the various 
phases of IMr. Grady’s life and character, 
starting with his early boyhood and bring- 
ing the discussion down to the time of his 
death in 1889. He showed that almost every 
incident of Mr, Grady’s brief career was 
in some manner related to the great mis- 
sion which inspired him, He also touched 
upon his characteristics as a journalist 
and paid feeling tribute to his infiuence 
upon the newspaper life of the country. 

Continuing, Mr, Knight said: 

“Is any one in this assembly so ignorant 
of the dominating principles of Mr. Grady’s 
life as to cheurge nim with the least taint 
of seilishnets or personal ambition? If so, 
let me say to him thai the flower of pat- 
ri0tism ever sprang from soil more gene- 
rous than the kindly aspirations of Mr. 
Grady’s heart. In keeling at his country’s 
altar net cne ignoble impulse tainted his 
devotion. Of his unselfish patriotism there 
can be no doubt but if he loved his coun- 
try’s broad extent, he loved that portion

Grady Was amo.- 
tious, but 4 insist upun it, in this. sense 
aione,. Well is it known that he mignt 
have figured with success upon the piat- 
form, putting thousands of dollars into his 
pocket; well is it Knuwn that he might 
have piaced his pen at the.mod of weaitny 
corporations, enriching himself with prince- 
ly revenues; well is it known that he might 
lave illustrated Gesrga in the halls of con- 
gress, entwining his brow with legislative 
wreathes; but none of these considerations 
swerved him. For Georgia's sake he would 
at any time have supped upon a crust of 
bread, sweeten with the honey of her 
smile; for Georgia’s sake most gladly did 
he actually endure the stings of poverty 
that he might servo her with deeper con- 
secration. We are told that the laurels of 
Miltiades would hot permit Themistocles 
to sleep; but Mr. Grady envied the achieve- 
ments of no man. Though he entwined 
laurels about the brows of others, he 
never sought to entwine them about his 
own. Though fond of politics, he was too 
‘busy as the young Warwick of this ‘state, 
in making and unmaking public men, to 
think for a moment of courting distinction 
for himself. When urged by his fellow 
citizens to make the race for congress in 
this district, what was his noble answer? 
Said he: ‘1 am compelled to reatlirm in my 
own mind and to express to you the resgo- 
lution which I made on entering journalism, 
that never, while remaining in its ranks, 
shali I become a candidate for any public 
office or' draw a dollar from any . public 
treasury. As a matter of fact, every youug 
man of health and spirit must have ambi- 
tions; but I look upon it as. the’ curse of 
this section today that our young. men have 
considered little else than political pre- 
ferment worthy of ambitious thought. 
Never did the south offer so little to her 
young men in. the direction of politics as 
she does at the present time; never did she 
offer so much in other directions. As for 
me, my ambition is a simple one. I shall 
be satisfied with the labors of my life if, 
when those labors are over my sen, look- 
ing out upon a better and grander Georgia, 
a Georgia which has filled the destiny God 
intended for her; when her towns and cities 
are hives of industry and ber countryside 
the exhaustless field from which their 
stores are drawn; when every stream 
dances on its way to the music of spindles 
and every forest echoes back the roar of 
the passing train; when her valleys smile 
with abundant harvests and*from her hill- 
sides’ come the tinkling of: belle as her 
herds and flocks go forth from their fold; 
when more than two million people proclaim 
her purfect independence and bless her with 
their love; I shall be more than content, 
I say, if my son, looking out upon such 
seenes as these, can say: ““My father bore 
a part in this work and his name lives in 
the memory of his people.” ’ 

“Hog the ardent dream which inspired 
Mr. Grady’s heart been realized? Does his 
son look out today upon a_ better and 
grander Georgia? Aye, but more, upon 4 
better and grander Dixie; upon a Dix'e 
which has caught into its life the perfume 
of his own sweet spirit and realized in its 
prosperity streaming today from every hill- 
top the growth which he fondly ictured 
for it; upon a south whose fields teem 
with richer harvests, whose mines yield 
vaster treasures, whose landscapes vocaliz- 
ed with busy looms break forth in sweeter 
melodies; whose splendid emporiums rise 
in stateker columns; whose generous spirit 
dwelis enshrined in nobler hearts!* * * 

“But the hour is late and I must close. 
When Mr. Grady, armed witb his last 

reat message, started to the north, I firm- 
y believed that he went with the premoni- 
tion of what lay before him, but that, 
nerved by a sense of duty to his people, be 
turned his face toward New England with 
something of the courage, if not indeed 
with the divine unction of St. Paul. Stand- 
ing in the shadow of the tomb itself, is it 
surprising that Mr. Grady’s eloquence 
should have kindled deeper echoes than its 
tones had yet awakened, or that men who 
still harbored in their bosora the demon of 
sectional estrangement should vow from 
that time forward to barter the inspiration 
of the sword for the sweeter perfume of 
the olive branch? Oh, thou matchless Gra- 
dy! thou-who didst breathe out thy lite 
upon thy country’s altar that peace might 
reign throughout her borders, ‘tis hard to 

ive thee up forever; thou who didst il- 
uminate our problems with such transpa- 
rent light and pour the noontide of thy 
genius upon the untrodden pathways of the 
future! But since the time had come for 
thee to die; since thy glorious message to 
the nation’s ear had been proclaimed in 
trumpet tones of love and peace and broth- 
erhood, how fitting it was that thou should 
die at the summit of thy consummated 
purpose and in the full meridian of thy 
glory! ‘Twas not ordained that thou 
shouldst perish at the cannons mouth, 
with shouts of martial triumph ringing in 
thy soul, but grander and more glorious 
still, surpassing even thy gallant sres 
death amid the crimson of the battle fleid. 
‘twas thy appointed lot to die in bloodless 
martyrdom upon thy country’s altar, with 
the seal of her kiss upon thy lips and the 
wreath of her fadeless love around thee! 

“Forgive me if I tread on holy ground 
and enter the sacred precincts of the dark- 
ened homestead amid the silemce of the 
dy:irg hour. With his loved ones bowed 
in grief about his bedside, the inspired 
peacemaker found naught in death to ter- 
rify him, but calmly, with the sweet, un- 
troubled look which childhood carries into 
dreamland, he folded his arms upon his 
breast and passed serenéely from 
he world forever. While tossed with the 
lever of delirium, Mr, Grady had for days

Failure of House To Add Two 
Days Places Measure in an 
Unfortunate Position, 


UPPER HOUSE IN AN UGLY MOOD 


Feels That Time Should Have Been 
Eytended, aS Lower Body Had 45 
Days To Consider the Bill 


NO TIME NOW FOR AMENDMENTS 


-Bither the Exact House Bill Will 
Have To Go Through or There 
Will Be No New Law—Sen- 
ate Committee Unable 
To Act as It Had 
No Bill. 


The convict bill is once more in danger 
of its life. The precarious existence of the 
measure from its birth has been faithfully 
recorded in The Constitution, and the posi- 
tive announcement yesterday morning that 
it would pass the senate and be signed by 
the governor was entirely justified by the 
‘facts. But late yesterday afternoon some- 
thing happened which again challenged 
the bill to mortal combat, and which over- 
turned all the hopes and prophecies of its 
friends. There is still a probability that it 
will be enacted into law, but it will require 
the shrewdest sort of political and legisla- 
tive manipulation to carry it through. 

The senate is mad. That august body did 
not kick when the house at its first session 
spent fifty days without reporting a con- 
vyict bill. It did not object when the pres- 
ent session of forty-five days was occupied 
by the house in the consideration of the 

‘pill, and when but five days were given it 
in which to act. But it does desire to go 
on record as objecting to the refusal of 

the house to consent to granting it two 

“more days in which. to consider the bill. 
“he senate doesn’t want much. It is wil- 
“ag to suffer from the slings and arrows 
of the outrageous fortune which prevented 
it from originating a convict bill of its 
own, but it is not willing to submit to the 
positive declaration of the house that five 
days are sufficient for it to pass upon a 
bill which the lower body has already spent 
the other forty-five days in considering. 

The democratic majority in the senate 
is both willing and anxious to pass a con- 
‘viet bill. Most of the members are willing 
‘in an emergency to pass the house con- 
-yiet bill. But a dozen of them have amend- 
‘ments to offer and they do not believe 
that it was fair play on the part of the 
house to crowd these amendments out. 
“This is especially true of Senator Dunwody 
‘and other senators from the southern part 
‘of the state. Given two more days, they 
‘believe that they could have so amended 
the bill as to meet with the majority of the 
senate and to be returned to the house with 
a certainty of approval there. 

But the present situation has aroused not 
ohly those who opposed the bill because 
of its local conditions, but it has antagon- 
ized influential members of the senate 
whose patience in dealing with the house 
has become exhausted. The refusal of the 

_ lower body to extend the session for forty- 
‘ eight hours has done the bill more harm 
than anything that has been said or done 
by the opposition since the bill was first 
‘iIntreduced. Senator Yancey Carter said 
last night that he would make a three 
days’ speech, if necessary, to beat it. The 
rest of the populist delegation offered to 
join him. © 
All this places the bill in a most unfor- 
tunate position. Senator Cook, the chair- 
man of the penitentiary committee of the 

‘Senate, called the members of that body 
together yesterday afternoon, but it wags 
found that the only copy of the bill had 
been sent to the printer. This prevented 
action, but the committee decided to stay 
in town and to hold a session lasting over 
Sunday, if it was necessary to do so. The 
bill was read for the first time in the sen- 
ate and will probably be read a segond 
time today. This will give the upper and 
thé lower houses the first three days of 
next week to settle their differences and to 
‘et together, if that is possible.

And Reads the Convict Bill for the 


_ First Time—Mr. Berner’s Speech. 
_ The Berner state bank bill, authorizing 
@il banks in the state to issue notes to the 
mount of half their capital stock, to be 
Tedeemed in merchantable silver bullion 
4nd placirig the legal forces of the state 
ehind a test of the 10 per cent federal 
bank tax in support of the bill, yesterday 
Passed the senate by a vote of 32 to 8. 
Senator Atkinson, who had been interrupt- 
ed in the midst of his remarks day before 
yesterday, was eilowed to finish, when 
| President Berner concluded the debate with 

&.strong plea for the measuré’s passage. 
His speech was logical and at times fer- 
Vidly eloquént and impassioned. He paint- 
€d*the devastation wrought by the servi- 
tude which the federal 10 per cent law cre-

this state at least. In advocating the bill 
as @ means of stemming the tide of the 
pernicious federal domination of state af- 
fairs, he said: 

“These kings of monopoly and of rall- 
roads have invaded every capital north of 
Mason and Dixon’s line and are now in- 


vading the south. I put the senate on no-: 


tice that unless they see the danger and 
avert it their children and children’s chil- 
dren will be bound in abject servitude to 
the kings of monopoly. 

“I here and now declare that history 
furnishes no example where a conquered 
country has been burdened with the same 
immense extortion as that which fell on 
the south in the financial tribute which the 
south pays.’’ 


Georgia Pays Too Much. 
Senator Berner declared that Georgia 


now shouldered more than her share of 


federal financial exactions, instancing the 
tariff bill and the heavy pension roll, which 
he said drained annually immense sums 
out of the state. 

He then entered into a minute explana- 
tion of the sections of the bill, and an- 
swering a question of Senator Carter said 


that the obligations thus created were not 


intended to circulate as money, as they 
could not be forced on anyone who did not 
believe them to be safe. Answering a 
query frdin Senator Turner, Mr. Berner 
said that he had provided for a state de- 
fense because he had no confidence in the 
present nationa] administration and be- 
lieved that when it saw Georgia about to 
declare financial independence it would 
make a desperate effort to defeat the 


State’s desire. Further explaining his po- 
sition he said: 


The State To Defend. 


“If the financial powers that be under- 
take to collect the 10 per cent tax, I want 
the state of Georgia to assume the re- 
sponsibility and not leave the burden upon 
the weak shoulders of some little bank.” 

The remainder of his argument was di- 
rected toward shattering the claim that he 
intended to create a wildcat currency, and 
to meeting the argument that the prior lien 
of note-holders would destroy all judgment 
liens. Then followed a long and acrimon- 
lous debate over the problem as to whether 
the bill would conflict with United States 
laws, in which Senators Carter and Turner 
developed as opponents to the bil! on this 
account. President Berner stated his at- 
titude on this point emphatically as fol- 
lows: 

“There may be some men who believe in 
a centralized government, but I am in fa- 
vor of distinctly declaring war against any 
extension of federal power.” 

Mr. Berner said that a test as proposed 
in the bill was necessary, as the courts 
had held that bills redeemable in ‘“‘mer- 
chandise constitutional’ were legal, but 
the legality of those redeemable in silver 
bullion had yet to be passed on. -Senator 
Strother offered an amendment for the is- 
suance of state notes equal to the amount 


+ Of taxes collected by the state and redeem- 


able for taxes, but the unamended bill pass- 
ed by the score given above. 
To Add Two More Days. 

A law reform bill, permitting prisoners 
to offer sworn testimony in their own be- 
half, was next broached and after a little 
exchange of senatorial courtesies was lost 
by a vote of 16 to 21. 

The Berner resolution, making Saturday 
and Sunday dies non and stopping the per 
diem of the senators in order to catch up 
with business, was then brought up. Mr. 
Berner explained that as e'ghteen senators 
would be working in committee on the 
convict bill today there would be no 
quorum, and that with an immense quan- 
tity of house local bills to pass time was 
short. Mr. Hopkins moved to hold three 
daily sessions as a better solution of the 
difficulty, but news just arriving of the 
passage of his important b‘ll in the house, 
he said he was so joyful that he would 
withdraw his motion, when the Berner 
resolution passed by a vote of 28 to 13. 

After the house convict bill had been 
read and referred to the penitentiary com- 
mittee the upper branch adjourned.

It finally killed the last of the bills to cre- 
ate new judicial circuits, and it passed the 
amended Hopkins bill to elect the solicitors 
and judges of the superior court by the 
people. It appropriated $10,000 to establish 
a textile department at the School of 
Technology in Atlanta. and it tabled the 
senate resolution to declare Saturday and

give the upper house time to consider the 
convict bill. It also 
measures of a purely local character. 

The vote on the Hopkins bill was preced- 
ead by one of the most notable debates in 
the history of the Georgia legislature. The 
revolutionary character of the bill was in 
itself sufficient to justify the intense inter- 
est manifested by the members, but there 
were sO many purely personal matters in- 
volved that the discussion at times grew 
almost too warm for comfort. The bill 


was ably championed by Representative | 


Watkins, of Gilmer, who introduced a sim- 
ilar measure in the house last year and

The opposition was led by ‘Mr. Johnson, |

He 
had with him Messrs. Fogarty, Bennett, 
Burwell and Bussey, all of whom contrib- 
uted their eloquence to the enlivening of 
the situation. 
was the original measure introduced by 
Senator Hopkins and amended in the gen- 
eral judiciary committee of the house, so 
as to make the election by the state at 
large instead of by the separate judicial 
circuits. A second amendment provided that 
the successors to the judges whose terms 
of office expire next year should be elected 
by the next general assembly, and both 
amendments were agreed to. The bill was 
then put upon final passage and adopted 
by a vote of 143 to 15, the populists and ree 
publicans voting solidly for it. 
Tremendous interest was immediately 
aroused as to the fate of the bill when it 
was returned to the senate, as amended, 
and both sides made a speedy canvass of 
the upper house. This showed clearly that 
the bill would pass with pructically no op- 
position. Senator Hopkins, the author of 
the measure, will lead the fight for it. To 
a representative of The Constitution, who 
approached him on the subject last night, 


he said: 
Will Pass the Sénate. 


“Since the judiciary committee of the 
house put its amendment upon the bill I 
have been at work to secure its adopt:on, 
not that I preferred, but because I became 
convinced that the passage of the bill with- 
out it was extremely doubtful. The chief 
opposition grew out of the assumed danger 
from a partisan standpoint in some of the 
judicial circuits. I appealed to the friends 
of the measure who opposed the amend- 
ment to accept it as a means to saving the 
bill. The election by the people in any 
manner is decidedly preferable to the pres- 
ent system, The matter can easily be con- 
trolled in primaries in the circuits by party 
detion, as is now done in the case of 
national electors. I have no doubt but 
this will be done if the people ratify the

Wouldn’t Sit Two More Days. 

The senate resolution to wipe out Satur- 
day and Sunday as legislative days in 
order to give the upper house forty-eight 
hours more in which to consider the con- 
vict bill led to a disagreeable conflict be- 
tween the members and the presiding offi- 
cer. On a motion to table the resolution, 
the clerk mado a mistake in footing up 
the vote and announced that the motion 
had been lost» when it had been carried. 
Speaker Pro Tem. Dodson was in the chair, 
and when he announced the result a dozen 
members who had kept private tally dis- 
puted the returns. The members flocked 
about the speaker’s desk and for a time 
it looked as though there might be trouble, 
but Mr. Dodson succeeded in smoothing 
the matter over and the original vote was 
sustained. This defeated the resolution. 

At the afternoon session Mr. Boifueillet’s 
bill to appropriate $10,000 to establish a 
textile department at the School of Tech- 
nology came up on a favorable report from 
the committee on education. Its author 
made a brief but powerful speech in its 
behalf, and the populist members joined 
him in urging the adoption of the bill. It 
received a constitutional majority and was 
ordered to be transmitted at once to the 
senate, where it is hoped it will arrive in

The School Book Bill Passes. 

The house passed by an overwhelming 
majority the Thomas schoolbook bill, the 
exact text of which has already been 
printed in The Constitution. 

The bill is the outgrowth of the recom- 
mendations made in the majority report 
of the state schoolbook commission. The 
entire spirit of those recommendations is 
ta lodge the authority for the control of 
the schools in the county. It is the old 
democratic idea of local option and local 
responsibility. The Awtry bill, which was 
offered as a substitute and which was de- 
feated, had for its object the centralizing 
of authority for the control of the schools 
in a central commission. 

The house in adopting the Thomas pill 
has expressed in. a most decided way its 
disapproval of any form of the centraliza- 
tion of power in this state. In his mes- 
sage to the legislature, the governor said: 
“In speaking of the development of coun- 
ty control and county authority, the state 
has already gone far enough with its in- 
terference,in county matters and the time 
has arrived when the counties should in- 
Sist upon retaining all power now vested 
in them by law.”’ Another valuable feat- 
ure of the bill is the provision that is 
made for each county’s keeping an accu- 
rate record of all books purchased and 
used during the school year, In this way 
a vexed question will soon be settled; 
namely, the actual book bill of the state 
of Georgia. 

Under the bill each county is required 
to keep accurate accounts of al] the books 
used in the county, with the retail and 
wholesale price of each book, and report 
the same to the state school commissioner, 
and the state school commissioner is re- 
quired to consolidate and embody these 
reports in his annual report to the legisla- 
ture: If the bill should pass the senate 
and become a law, the county boards may 
hereafter buy the books from publishers 
and furnish them to the schools at actual] 
cost. In this way it is hoped that the peo- 
ple of the state can have their books sup- 
plied at a much lewer price than they 
have been furnished heretofore. 

Brown Bill Is Killed. 

During the afternoon the committee on 
education had up for consideration Pope 
Brown’s bill to remove the agricultural 
college from the university, and to use the 
land scrip fund to establish a separate insti- 
tution at some other point. Those members 
who have attacked the university were in- 
clined to make a final issue of this meas- 
ure, because none of ‘the Blalock anti- 
university bills are likely to receive a vote, 
but the committee did not give them 
much encouragement. By a vote of 14 to 
1 the bill was adversely reported to the 
house. 

The solitary vote in its favor came from 
Mr. Brown, and the opposition was voiced 
by Messrs. Chapman, of Muscogee; John- 
son, of Hall; Bennett, of Jackson; Collum, 
of Schley: Thomas, of Clarke: Faust, of 
Oglethorpe; Armstrong, af Wilkes; Pat- 
ten, of Thomas; Boyd, of McDuffie; Dun- 
can, of Chatham; Davison, of Greene; At- 
kinson, of Camden, and McDonald, of 
Gwinnett. This is likely to end the war 
on the university and to put a quietus upon 
the other bills affecting that institution 
which are now pending. 


HOUSE PLOWS THROUGH WORK. 


Considers Many Important Measures 
and Indulges in a Heap of Talk. 


Mr, Moore, of Carro:, gave notice im- 
mediately after reading the journal that he 
would move for a reconsideration of the 
action of the house in regard to the bill to 
create a new judicial circuit within the 
Coweta circuit.

Mr. Reid, of Bibb, intimated that the 
new circuit was being created for the pur- 
pose of giving a certain gentleman a judge- 
ship. He spoke of rumors and said that 
he felt certain that an excellent gentleman 
would be given the judgeship. He thought 
there was a very simple remedy that wou-d 
give relief without creating a new circuit. 
He thought that the number of weeks of 
court could be increased in the crowded 
circuit. Then he argued that Tallapoosa 
circuit had only about twenty weeks of 
court and he thought the heavy business 
should be divided so as to give Tallapoosa 
circuit a larger business. Mr. Reid said he 
would never vote to put the burden of a 
new circuit on the people of Georgia. Mr. 
Cole, of Carroll, spoke for the bill. He 
said it was absolutely impossible for one 
circuit to transact all the business in the 
seven counties of the Coweta circuit. He 
thought the bill should be reconsidered and 
passed. The vote was taken on the motion 
to reconsider and was lost. 

Blow at the Book Trust. 

After eliminating the free schoo-book 
idea the house passed the bill by Mr. 
Thomas, of Clarke, which makes a radical 
and sweeping change in the schoolbook 
system of Georgia. The bill makes a 
change which the author avers will mean 


a saving of $100,000 every year in the state 


of Georgia, and which will to a certain 
degree give that general satisfaction that 
has been so long deniéd the educational! 
interests of the state 

The bill occasioned considerable discus- 
sion. Mr. Thomas explained its provisions 
and said the reforms embodied in it were 
demanded by the present conditions. He 
said that the law would save over $100,000 
a year. The section of the bill that provid- 
ed for free schoolbooks was opposed. Mr. 
Berry, of Whitfield, thought this was very 
extreme. He thought it had a bad ten- 
dency. He said: 

“I think this is a good bill with the ex- 
ception of section 4, which provides for the 
furnishing of free schoolbooks to the 
school children of Georgia. 1 will go as 
far as an; member here in my loyaity to 
the public school system of Georgia, but 
this opens the door to’ the public treasury 
wider, and while we have done well for 
the children of the state, is it not time for 
us to call a halt? Where will it end? Is 
not the state approximating paternalism? 
And if this section becomes a law, it will 
not be long until this law will be amend- 
ed so as to furnish clothing; and it will 
not be long before the state will be called 
on to feed the children attending the 
schools, and as one gentleman suggests, 
bicycles will be needed for the convenience 
of the boys and gris. You can do for 
people until they will want you to put 
the spoon in their mouth for them. 
So let us calla halt in this business 
and eliminate section 4 from this bill and 
pass the bill which leaves the manage- 
ment of the schools to the county boards 
of the various counties. We need this lo- 
cal self government. Leave it with each 
county to govern herself in these matters. 
Do this, and we will do well.”’ 

The vote was taken on the motion of 
Mr. Berry to strike out the free school- 
book section. The mot‘ton passed and this 
section was killed. The bill as amended 
was then passed by a vote of 103 ayes to 
37 nays. 

Mr. West, of Lowndes, who had opposed 
the bill, gave notice that at the proper time 
he would move for a reconsideration. Mr. 
Thomas moved that his bill be immediate- 
ly transmitted to the senate. Mr. West 
opposed, saying that he had already moved 
for a reconsideration. After some debate, 
the house voted to transmit the bill to the 
senate ‘n this way, defeating the effort at 
reconsideration. 


House Passes Hopkins Bill. 


The feature of the day in the house was 
the bill by Senator Hopkins to elect judges 
and solicitors by the people. This meas- 
ure came up at 11 o’clock as spec'al or- 
der. Mr. West, of Lowndes, at once of- 
fered an amengment, which provided that 
the salary of the judges and solicitors ne 
increased from $2,000 to $2,500, and that the 
superior court judgés shail rotate throuch 
the different circuits in such order as tne 
just’ce of the supreme court shall provide.

This amendment relieves the Hop- 
kins bill of the objection made that in cer- 
tain circuits the election of an upright, 
well-equipped lawyer would be endangered 
by local influence. Mr. Speaker, the true 
principle of demccracy requires that its ju- 
diciary should be elected by the people. 


Speech from a Pioneer. 


Mr. Watkins, of Gilmer, who at the open- 
ing of the session introduced a bill sim‘lar 
to Senator Hopkins, was a warm supporter 
of the bill. Mr. Watkins said the present 
method of selecting judges and solicitors 
was all wrong. He said: 

“This is the cause of all this talk of 
ring rule. Why, it is said that all an aspi- 
rant for a judgeship needs to do now is to 
get into the dominant ring. I and every 
other vajer have a right to select the judges 
and solicitors for our circuits. We should 
submit this matter to the people of each 
judicial circuit and let them select their 
own judges and solicitors.”’

He said that it would be i:npossible for 
him to present his reasons in five minutes, 
but he did the best he could. Mr. Johnson 
said:

Even national quarantine 
cannot keep away from our southern 
coasts the contagion that flies in the air 
or ¢reeps in on the sluggish West In- 
dian fogs blown iniand. Quarantine 
does not prevent the spread of yellow 
fever in ea climate’ where the conditions , 
are ripe for it, and we cannot keep the | 
germs away from our coasts so long as | 
the fever is allowed to breed and grow in | 
Cuba, where it exists from year’s end 
to years end. 

We must be abie to root it out and de- 
stroy it in its breeding grounds. It 
must be stamped out of Havana and 
other Cuban ports before a quarantine 
can prove effective. Otherwise, we shall 
have very costly labor for our pains.

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According to our dispatches, the crisis 
in the New England cotton manufactur- 
ing industry has reached a point where 
the mills can no honger pay the already 
low wages which the operatives are re- 
ceiving. The trouble seems to be most 
serious at Fall River, where 28,000 oper- 
atives are employed. It is proposed to 
make a cut of 11 per cent, but a treas- 
urer of one of the Fall River mills makes 
bold to say that a cut of 25 per cent 
will have to be made before the New 


England mills can succeed. 


This treasurer, like all the mill man- 
agers and officials, resolutely turns his 
head away from the real cause of the 
depression, and seeks for the root of the 
trouble where it does not exist. Itis a 
pity, and yet there seems to be no real 
remedy for their crooked vision. For 
awhile, the trouble was the Wilson tar- 
iff duties which they had made to suit 
themselves, then it was the shorter 
hours of labor, and now it is southern 
competition... 

We should think that any sensible 
person would be able to see that the 
southern mills have not become so pow- 
erful during the past four years as to 
threaten to wreck the business of the 
New England cotton mills. Many addi- 
tional spindles have been put to work in 
the south, but not enough to create the 
eonditions which exist in New England, 
with Fall River as the storm center. We 
should think that any sensible pe-son 
would be able to perceive that the same 
conditions which have obliterated divi- 
dends in New England have reduced 
them in the south. Low and falling 
prices for goods have reduced the profits 
“st “Rg southern mills by more than one- 

It is true that the advantages under 
which the southern mills operate have 
enabled them to weather the depression 
thug far in better shape than the New 
England mills; but these advantages 
are natural and inevitable and cannot be 
overcome by legislation or other artifi- 
clal measures. We think that the time 
is ripe for the mill managers of New 
England to congole themselves with the 
statistics put férth a few years ago by 
Mr. Edward Atkinson. He announced 
and proved (by figures) that the south 
could never compete with New Eng- 
land in cotton manufacturing. Hig ar- 
guments and figures still stand, and it 
would be wise for the eastern men to 
study them. How can they afford to 
dispute the figures of an expert statis- 
tician? 

It is certainly true that sonthern 
competition has not yet reached the 
point of injuring the New England mills. 
The situation simply shows, beyond 
all question, that conditions at the south 
enable the mills here to endure a severe 
fall in prices with less loss than is suf- 
fered by the New England mills. This is 
the final, the supreme test, and the 
meaning of it is that in the course of a 
few years (fewer than we had dreamed 
of) the cotton manufacturing industry 
will be centered and concentrated in the 
south. 

Some months ago, in discussing this 
very subject, we made the remark as a 
prediction, and suggested that so large 
a movement as the centering of the cot- 
ton mills in the south would necessari- 
ly cover a long period of years. We may 
modify the refpark by saying that the 
drastic conditiéns brought about by the 
increasing value of the dollar will bring 
about this movement within the next 
five or ten years. 

The treasurer of one of the Fall River 


* mills, quoted in yesterday's dispatches, 
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says that the only hope for the New 
England mills is either an improvement 


> in the print-cloth market, or in a gen- 


eral evening up of conditions between 
the north and south. When-she says 


© “an improvement in the print cloth mar- 


ket,” he means a rise in prices. He is 
no doubt an ardent advocate of the gold 
standard and of “sound” money, and we 
ate surprised to hear that any “sound” 
money man hopes for a rise in prices, 
even of print cloth. That, of course, 
would mean the depreciation of the dol- 
lar, and when the dollar depreciates 
even with respect to print cloth, it is no 
longer “sound.” More than that, an 
injury would be done to the holder of 
the dollar who wants to buy print eloth. 
He can buy now at the mills forty-odd 
yards for a dollar. Should the price 
rise even to 4 cents a yard, the holder of 
the same dollar could only buy twenty- 
five yards. This would be “repudie- 
tion.” Does the mill treasurer want to 
Swindle the unfortunate holder of the 
dollar in this way? 
We mention these silly arguments of 
the “sound” money men only to show

cent” dollar. That is only another way 

of saying that they can-only have per- 
manent prosperity by a rise of prices to 
the level of -prosperity—for a rise of 
prices means a depreciation of the dol- 
lar; some of. the value ig taken out of 
‘the dollar.and placed in the products of 
labor. 

The spinners Of Lancashire, as well as 
their operatives, know what is hurting 
them, and for that reason they are ar- 
dent bimetaliists. The New England 
spinners do not seem to havethe vaguest 
idea of the cause that is working 
their ruin. They are cutting down 
wages, thus showing that the evils of 
the gold. standard press more heavily 
on the workingmen than it does on their 
employers. The operatives of the 
eastern mills have no reserve fund ex- 
cept such that has been stored up to car- 
ry on a strike. They may strike, but, 
in the end, the gold standard and its de- 
pressing influences will be too much for 
them. They will have to accept such 
wages as the mills can afford to pay, or 
go without wages. 

And yet, the cutting down of wages 
does not materially help the cotton 
mills. They are driven to it, of course, 
but it is no remedy. It creates no ad- 
ditional demand for goods, and only 
staves off the inevitable. The evil of a 
reduction as serious as that contemplat- 
ed in Fall River is that it demoralizes 
labor and makes it discontented, and to 
some extent, destroys its efficiency. Per- 
haps before the end of the McKinley 
administration, New England will learn 
a financial as well as a tariff lesson. 


National Quarantine. 

The only objection to the proposed re- 
vision of the quarantine laws for the 
purpose of giving the government con- 
trol of the matter is that the bill was 
introduced by Senator Caffery—the Lou- 
isiana man who has deserted his party 
and who in nowise represénts the south. 
But such an objection would not stand, 
for the reason that it is almost as small! 
as Caffery. 

This is not in any sense a movement 
in behalf of paternal government. Quar- 
antine regulations, to be of any service, 
must reach beyond state lines, and be 
carried out by a power stronger than 
any one state can wield. In short, suc- 
cessful quarantine regulations involve 
the authority that can only be employea 
by the general government, such,as is 
already manifested in the regulations 
of interstate commerce. 

Millions of dollars would have been 
saved to the south last summer if a na- 
tional quarantine system had been in 
operation. There would have been none 
of the wild folly displayed by the panic- 
stricken citizens in some quarters with 
their shotgun quarantine. Inter-state 
ounmmerce would not have suffered such 
violent. and destructive interruptions. 
anal the strain that was placed on the 
minds of nervous people would not have 
been kept at a dangerous tension. 

The national quarantine, however. 
will not absolve communities from taking 
the usual precautions in case of a con- 
tagious or infectious epidemic Local) 
sanitation will still have to be thorough 
and complete, and local efforts will be 
supplemented by and included -in the 
larger system of quarantine which will 
be employed to prevent the spread of 
contagion or infection. 

But we repeat here what we have said 
on former occasions. Nio system of na- 
tional quarantine, no matter how thor- 
ough, can prove effective so long as the 
yellow plague is allowed to breed at our 
very doors. Even national quarantine 
cannot keep away from our southern 
coasts the contagion that flies in the air 
or creeps in on the sluggish West In- 
dian fogs blown inland. Quarantine 
does not prevent, the spread of yellow 
fever in a climate. where the conditions 
are ripe for it, and we cannot keep the 
germs away from our coasts so long as 
the fever is allowed to breed and grow in 
Cuba, where it exists from year’s end 
to year’s end. 

We must be able to root it out and de- 
stroy it in its breeding grounds. It 
must be stamped out of Havana and 
other Cuban ports before a quarantine 
can prove effective. Otherwise, we shall 
have very costly labor for our pains. 


The Cotton Industry. 

With respect to the statement recent- 
ly made by one of the leading industrial 
magazines of the country to the effect 
that the south, while producing moré 
than one-half of all the cotton grown in 
the world, supplied only 5 per cent of 
its demand for manufactured goods, The 
Chattanooga Tradesman declares that 
nothing could be more unjust to this 
section. 

In proof of what southern enterprise 
has accomplished during the past few 
years, in spite of the comparatively 
small trade which this section has suc- 
ceeded in building up as yet, The Chat- 
tanooga Tradesman declares that our 
cotton manufactures at the present 
time are five times greater than were 
those of Great Britain at the time when 
her cotton industry was of the same age 
This observation*sheds new light upon 
the situation and shows that the south 
has no reason to be ashamed of whaf 
may seem to be the restricted propor- 
tions of its cotton industry. 

Within the next few years, if the same 
rate of progress continues, there is noth- 
ing whatever to forbid the expectation 
that our American cotton industry, 
though seemingly small when referred 
to the magnitude of the world’s demand, 
may soon eclipse that of Great Britain. 


Germany’s Demand Upon China. 
Just at present the most engaging top- 
ic of international discussion is fur- 
nished by the scheme of territorial ag- 
grandizement which Germany is seeking 
to carry out in China. ‘ 
Two weeks ago Germany’s Asiatic 


squadron, in command of Admiral von |} 


Diedrich, sailed into Chinese waters and 
formally took possession of Kaio Chon 
bay. In apparent justification of this 
bold seizure, it was given out from Ber- 
lin that Chéna had failed to make rep- 
aration for the murder of two German 
missionaries in the province of Shan- 
tung, and that on account of this failure 
it was necessary for the Germany gov- 
ernment to adopt vigorous measures. 

Of course China saw at once through 
the flimsy veil with which Germany 
sought to disguise her real motives, ana 
accordingly, invoked the aid of Russia. 
On account of the relationship existing 
between the two countries in connection 
with the building of the Trans-Siberian 
railway and various commercial treaties 
incident thereto, it was thought that 
Russia would hasten immediately to Chi- 


na’s rescue; but for some reason Rus- 
sia prefers to keep her skirts clear of | 


difficulties with Germany, and up to this 
time she has steadily refrained from 
taking any part in the affair. 

Within the last few 
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ations in Kaio Chou bay, and the roya: 
officer expects to leave for that destin- 
ation with heavy reinforcements during 
the present week. | 

In the meantime, however, China has 
already commenced to realize the immi- 
nent dangers of the situation, and to 
show distinct signs of uneasiness. In- 
formation received from European 
sources within the last day or two states 
that China has already agreed to make 
complete and satisfactory reparation. 
This reparation is said to include the 
payment of one million taels, the ex- 
ecution of the murderers, the degrada- 
tion of the provincial governor and the 
granting of various railway and mining 
franchises to Germany. On the sup- 
position that this information is correct, 
so far at least as it relates to Germany’s 
demand on China, it shows unmistaka- 
bly that the former country is bent upon 
something more than ordinary repara- 
tion. Some two or three weeks ago 


Minister von Bulow made the startling |- 


declaration that Germany was no longer 
satisfied to see other powers divide the 
world among themselves while she was 
forced to content herself with a place 
in heaven. Taken in connection with 
this declaration, the movements which 
Germany is making in the far east sav- 
or strongly of territorial aggrandize- 
ment. Developments in the situation 
are eagerly awaited in both hemispheres. 


Georgia at Omaha. 

Everyone who is interested in see- 
ing Georgia’s resources brought to the 
front must approve the action of the 
house on last Monday in adopting the 
resolution which provides for the ap- 
pointment of a special. commission of 
fifteen citizens, including the chief ex- 
ecutive, to secure an exhibit of the re- 
sources ot this state at the approaching 


Trans-Mississippi and International ex- 


position at Omaha. 

There are many reasons why Georgia 
should be represented at this exposi- 
tion. In the first place the section of 
country in which the exposition is to 
be held offers a new and promising field 
in which to display our resources. This 
inducement is further strengthened by 
the fact that, as the Trans-Mississippi 
and International exposition is the 
broadest enterprise of its kind ever held 
west of the Mississippi river, there are 
sure to be large crowds in attendance. 
Other states have realized the impor- 
tance of providing for handsome exhib- 
its, and Georgia cannot afford to be in- 
different when there is so much at stake. 

In the second place, Georgia, as. one 
of the south Atlantic states, should cul- 
tivate friendly relations with the west. 
During the past few years western ship- 
pers have shown a disposition to pat- 
ronize our south Atlantic and gulf ports 
in the shipment of grain; but, as the 
business of our ports is still small in 
comparison with the country’s total 
grain exports, it is evident that more 
encouragement is needed in this direc- 
tion. 

Georgia can make a handsome dis- 
play of her resources at the Trans-Mis- 
sissippi and International exposition at 
little or no expense. The commission 
can be authorized ‘to use the exhibit 
made at the Cotton States and Interna- 
tional exposition, and subsequently at 
the Tennessee Centennial,- which thor- 
oughly ansWers every purpose and is 
truly representative of the mineral’ and 
vegetable resources of the state. In al! 
probability the railroads can be induced 
to transport thé exhibit free of charge: 
and as the commissioners themselves 
are to serve without pay, the state is 
presented with an opportunity for ad- 
vertising her resources, which should 
be improved to the utmost. 
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Dseper Harbors Needed. 

In view of the successful voyage made 
some few weeks ago by Germany’s im- 
mense ocean steamer, Kaiser William 
the Great, it is more than likely that 
from this time forward ocean steamers 
will be constructed on huge patterns. 

In fact, the steamship Oceanic, which 
Germany is now building, is planned to 
eclipse the Kaiser William in every re- 
spect. It measures 704 feet in length 
andis to have a draught of 30 feet; 
whereas the Kaiser William measures 
only 690 feet or thereabout in length, 
and has a draught of only 28 feet. Fu- 
ture vessels, in all likelihood, will be 
constructed on an even larger scale than 
the Oceanic. 

This observation suggests the neces- 
sity of deepening our harbors at some 
time in the near future. At present 
the harbor of New York measures only 
thirty feet in depth, and is barely deep 
enough to accommodate the huge steam- 
er which Germany is now building. In- 
deed, that vessel would not be apt to 
drop anchor in New York harbor with 
only thirty feet of water to draw from. 
Realizing the need of making the har- 
bor deeper in order to meet the demands 
of modern commerce and transportation 
New York is already interested in a 
movement which has for its object the 
deepening of the harbor at that point to 
some thirty-five feet. 
portance of providing for the accommo- 
dation of huge ocean steamers is not 
thrust upon New York alone. Other 
seaports are confronted with the same 
necessity, and the matter is one which 
is apt to engage the serious attention of 
the country during the next few years. 
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Few congressmen will admit in pri- 
vate that they are statesmen. But the 
newspapers are not so cautious. Per- 
haps that is the reason congressmen de- 
scribe fhe newspapers as untrustworthy. 
If so, it is a very good reason.

Mother Goose has displaced Blackstone. 
Judge Thomas M. Norwood is writing a 
book. His friends have suspected for some 
time that something of an important na- 
ture was receiving much of his attention, 
but it was not known until recently that 
this attention is being given to literary 
effort.

“Commentaries on Mother Goose,” as that

There are about sixty houses concerned 
in the litigation, involving between $90,000 
and $100,000. When the litigation first reach- 
ed the courts the hearing resulted in the 
appointment of Mr. A. P. Stewart as re- 
ceiver, and he is now in charge of the 
property in litigation, frepresenting the 
court. 

In his report, .the auditor holds that 
all material men—Brown, Graham, Ijams, 
White, Hopgood and others—were partners, 
and that they intended to go into a build- 
ing scheme, if not to defraud creditors—at 
least to build and sell as quickly as possi- 
ble and pocket what profits could be made. 

sand Liens Wiped Out. 

He practically wipes out all of the deeds 
of the Security Investment Company, 
amounting to about $75,000 or $80,000, upon 
the grounds that he considers them all in- 
fected with usury. He considers that Sam- 
uel Barnett was the agent of the Security 
Investment Company, and that any notice 
to Barnett. was notice to the ,company; 
that although the Security Investment Com. 
pany says it settled with Barnett for each 
house separately, thinking they were set- 
tling with him as the agent of Brown, 
nevertheless as Barnett did not settle sepa- 
rately with Brown on each house, but Kept 
a general account with Brown, it was the 
same as if the Security Investment Com- 
pany had kept a general account with 
Brown, the same as if the Security Invest- 
ment Company got commissions, which, 
together with 7 per cent interest, would 
runitup to over 8 per cent, agd therefore 
that the Security {nvestment Company's 

are vold for usury. 
es agen out all the deeds of the Security 
Investment Company on the ground that 
they are infected with usury. This wipes 
out about $75,000 or $80,000 worth of claims 
of the Security Invéstment Company. 

He is equally severe with the liens. Wil- 
lingham, one of the chief lien men, the 
party who brought the bill, loses his liens 
entirely. The judge knocks them out on 
the ground that one lien cannot be filed 
against a number of houses and lots. 

W. R. Jones & Co. was another of the 
largest lien men, his claim being about 
$2.300. or more. The judge wipes out his 
lien on the same ground, that one lien can- 
not be filed against a number of distinct 
houses and lots. 

Hunnicutt & Bellingrath lose their lien 
for the same reason, and so does the 
Bridgeport Lumber Company, of Alabama, 
and so does Robert Ferreil, and so practi- 
caliy do all of the lien men. So that prac- 
tically all the liens are wiped out and every- 
body reduced to a dead level, as simple 
creditors unsecured. 


As to the New South. 


The New South Building & Loan As- 


sociation had large ciaims of about $13,000 
on the triangular property, corner of Fort, 
Angier and Pine, and on the brick property 
corner Piedmont and Currier. The auditor 
wipes out the New South Building and 
Loan entirely He holds that they were 
not @ building and. toan pure and simple. 
Therefore their claims were usurious. 


Therefore their deeds were void and they 


have no security, but stand as ordinary 
oreditors. 

He finds that the mortgage in favor of 
the American Trust and Banking Company, 
transferred to Samuel Barnett for a bal- 
ance due of about $3,600, is good, and an 
outstanding first lien in favor of Samuel 
Barnett, except for one or two small me- 
chanios liens ahead. 

The auditor expresses a good deal of 
doubt as to the correctness of these de- 
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-agent as to infect the loans with usury, for 


Barnett might be the agent In forty differ- 
ént ways and yet not the agent in that 
peculiar sense which would charge usury 
on the Security Investment Company. 
With one sweep he says that he was the 
agent, and if agent then usury follows. 

The auditor intimates that if his opinion 
concerning usury in the loans of the Se- 
curity Investment Company was wrong it 
would upturn the whole of the decision 
and render an entirely different distribu- 
tion necessary. / 
The court allowed $6,500 to the attorneys 
for what they called bringing the fund into 
‘court and all court costs and the auditor’s 
fees, and then the payment of the Hens 
which had been allowed, the balance of the 
fund to go to the general creditors, includ- 
ing the lien men whose liens he had wiped 
out, and the Security Investment Com- 
pany, whose deeds he had declared to be 
void. There was no evidence before the 
court about the receiver’s compensation, 
and so the court did not pass on it. That 
is for future adjustment. 3 

Goes to the Supreme Court. 

No doubt the lien men will claim that 
their Hens are good, notwithstanding the 
defects alleged to exist against them by 
the auditor, ahd they wil! still claim that 
they are ahead of the deeds of the Security 
Investment Company. 

The “Security Investment Company will 
carry the case to the supreme court on the 
ground that Barnett was not their agent 
at all and never was for any such purpose 
as this. Barnett being employed by them 
as attorney, or agent, in another matter 
has, it says, nothing to do with this. 

The original suit was brought by Messrs. 
King & Anderson, who were chosen by a 
convention of the various dealers to act in 
the matter, the gathering of said creditors 
having appointed Messrs. BE. G. Willing- 
ham, 0. A. Smith and W. R. Jones as a 
committee to engage the services of these 
attorneys to look after the litigation. A 
motion was made by Messrs. King & An- 
derson to be allowed compensation for 
their services in bringing the fund into 
court, representing the receiver and as- 
sisting in the administration of the assets. 
This motion was also referred to the audi- 
tor, and he finds in their favor $,5300 for 
bringing the fund into court and $1,000 for 
representing the receiver. 

This has been one of the heaviest pieces 
of litigation, with more intricate questions 
involved, more parties to the record and 
many of the leading attorneys in Atlanta 
taking part in the discussions at the vari- 
ous stages of its progress, that has ever 
been before the courts of this county. The 
lowest valuaticn on the property was $90,006 
and it is estimated as high as $125,000 by 
the witnesses. There may be still further 
litigation if the parties decide to except 
to the findings of the auditor, but should 
they not do so the matter will be wound 
up in accordance with his rejert.

the populist party upon the principle of 
electing the judges and solicitors by the 
people. The election of all officers charged 
with the performance of important public 
duties, by the direct vote of the people, has 
always been a democratic principle, and 
the man or the democrat who so insists 
coes not, as the gentleman from Richmond, 
Mr. Fogarty, insinuates, vote himself a 
demagogue. This movement to elect the 
judiciary by the people has been gradually 
gaining force for seme time in Georgia, 
and wil) be in some way enacted into law 
in the near future. 


The Bill Goes Through. 


The bill was then put upon its passage. 
An amendment by Mr, Little, of Muscogee, 
to have the judges elected by the people of 
the whole state at large, instead of by 
the voters of their respective judicial cir- 
cults, was adopted. Another amendment 
adopted was by the general judiciary com- 
mittee and provided that the successors for 
all incumbents whose terms expire on or 
before the Ist of January, 1899, shall be 
electe@ by the géneral assembly at its ses- 
sion of 1898 for the full term of four years. 
The aye and nay vote was then called. Mr. 
Hall explained his vote as follows: 


“I have not changed my views in refer- 
ence to the principle involved in this bill. 
For reasons which I have heretofore ex- 
pressed, 1 am opposed to the election of the 
judiciary by a popular vote. I shall vote, 
however, to submit the matter to the peo- 
ple and then go befere them and try to 
convince them of the great danger and 
error involved in this system. As to the 
amendment offered by the committee pro- 
viding that these officers be elected by a 
vote of the whole people of the state in- 
stead of by the people of each circuit, I 
beg to say this: 

‘i regret more than I can express my 
inability to agree with the amendment 
proposed by the committee. I am especial- 
ly grieved because this amendment has 
received the indorsement of my party lead- 
ers, and has been made to some extent a 
party matter. I cannot be accused of a 
want of party fealty. No man will go 
further or sacrifice more to maintain dem- 
ocratic principles than I. It is because 
of my unswerving conviction in democratic 
principles that makes me loath to accom- 
modate its cardinal doctrines to circum- 
stances of expediency—even though that 
expediency may involve the local succes: 
of the party. 

“Should the democratic party be in the 
minority in the whole state and vet have 
a* majority in many of the judicial cir- 
cuits, what{ method of electing these offi- 
cers would right. and which would we, 
as democrats, favor? I am not the keeper 
of any other’s conscience. nor would I 
in the least question the sincerity or hon- 
esty of thase who differ from me, yet I 
will be permitted to say for myself alone 
that as I see it, it involves the accommoda- 
tion of democratic principles to conditions 
of expediency. It is not that I desire less 
than others the success of my party, but 
because I feel that it is more glorious for 
the party to be consistent and right than 
to be successful. With the foregoing ex- 
planation. and trustitig that future legts- 
lation may correct the evils cited shonld 
the plan of elections by the people prevail, 
I vote aye.”’

Strikers Held « Meeting—Both Sides 
Are Confident. 


5 There was no change in the strike s‘tua- 
tion yesterday. Both sides held their own 
and both are still confident that they will 


win, owt in the end. 

Bayond the fact thgt Mr. Elsas obtained 
mber of new hands and placed them 
ork in the mills, there were no new 
lopments. There seemed to be an idea 

’ nt with the strikers that the worst 
part of the fight had been won by them, 
‘but it seems that the crisis has net been 
reached and the end of the trouble is ap- 
parently not in sight. 

Mr. Elsaa said last night that the strikers 
worried him considerably by intimidating 
persons who remain at work and who re- 
fuse to join the strikers and give ap their 
positions, He says that committees from 
the strikera visit these and use every 
means in their power, even going so far as 
to make threats, to keep them from going 
back to work, This, he says, intimidates 
those who are desirous of continuing at 
work and who cannot afford to remain 
idle. 

“Ten or twelve of the men.” said Mr. 
Eleas last night, “visited the home of four 
of the women who work in the mill be- 
tween 10 and 12 o’clock Thursday night 
and stood on the outside of the house and 
cursed and spoke in such a manner as 
to greatly intimidate the women, who were 
alone with a small boy. It is said that the 
strikers went so far as to threaten their 
lives if they come back to work. 

“The occupant of this house was Miss 
Willie Thomas, who lives néar Reynolds- 
town with her mother, two sisters and 
small brother. They all work in the mill 
‘and have not joined the strikers yet. They 
say they have got to work and cannot af- 
ford te give up their positions. 

“I have heard reports from other places 
to the effect that the strikers have visited 
houses of the operatives who have remain- 
ed with us and spvken in very disrespect- 
‘ful and threaterf{ng language. I don’t 
think they should do this. We have in no 
way interfered with them and have not 
oObjetced to their going out. All we ask 
of them is to let us and our operatives 


trying to molest them in any way. 

“The mill is running and will continue to 
do 80, We have made no proposition to 
settle the strike and will not do so. We are 
receiving numbers of hands and more .will 
probably come in every day.” 

Strikers Complain, Too. 

The strikers complain that the police who 
are placed about the mills are doing more 
than the order of Chief Manly gives them 
authority for. They claim that the - mill 
sends out persons to bring in Operatives 
who have taken no positive position and 
that these persons are accompanied by po 
licemen, It is said by the strikers that the 
Officers show a preference for the mill peo- 
ple and will let them blockade the side- 
walks, but will not let the strikers do the 
same thing. Beyond this there has been 
no complaint of the policemen. 

‘ihe strikers held a iengthy meeting yes- 
terday afternoon, at which it Was an- 
nounced that F. W. Green, president of the 
National Textile Workers’ Union, will ar- 
rive in Atlanta this mcriing for the pir- 
mw s2 Of looking over the strike situation 
ani taking what steps seem to h'1m 10 -3e 
proper a‘ul advantegeous, He will he ic- 
companied by a delegate to the national 
convention of the American Federation of 
Labor, who will make a report to that 
body. 

The strikers feel that the coming of the 
national president means much for their 
cause and he will be greeted with delight. 
He will confer with the Federation of 
Trades and the local union of Textile Work- 
ers. 

The strikers are not at all discouraged 
over the fact that the mill has not yet shut 
down and say there are not enough hands 
in it to properly handle the machinery. 
Théy are of the opinion that the mill is run 
only for the purpose of making a noise. 

The strikers claim that Mr. Elsas is mak- 
ing an attempt to bring weavers here from 
a south Georgia mill and say he intends to 
pay the railroad fares of all who will,come. 
The strikers are taking steps to prevent 
this. 

The strikers are loud in their denuncia- 
tion of any statement which even intimates 
the intention on their part to commit any 
violence either toward operatives who con- 
tinue to work or on the mill property. 

For the first time since the strike was 
ordered, a newspaper man was allowed to 
be present at the meeting of the strikers 
yesterday afternoon. The strikers state 
that they want the people to know they 
are not anarchists and dynamiters and for 
tris reason they allowed representatives of 
The Constitution to watch the progress of 
the meeting. 

The strikers appear determined to siay 
out until Mr. Elsas gives im and nothing 
that has happened so far seems to have 
caused them to change their ideas.

' Lake Erie & West a 


Rarly Dealings Showed Good Advances, 


with Sugar Leading. 


MARKET SOON WEAKENED 


* Due to Liberal Offerings To Realize 


and Attacks by Reactionists. 
Feeble Rally at Close. 


New York, December 10.—Today’s market 
was a renewal of the contest between the 
reactionists and the combined interests 
which have embarked on a bull campaign. 
The bears were encouraged by the evident 
stress under which thc bulls labored yes- 
terday jin trying to sustuin values at weak 
points,“and they were prepared for vigor- 
ous measures to break the market. Al- 
though they had the advantage aft the 
outset of lower quotations from London, 
the earliest deals here showed advances, 
Sugar leading. But that stock together 
with Manhattan and the coalers was svon 
weakened by liberal offerings to realize and 
the reactionists soon attacked the whole 
list. There were very heavy dealings in 
Northern Pacific preferred, which had 
sharply advanced recently on rumors of a 
liberal dividend to be declared today. The 
action on the dividend was timed for about 
the hour of closing of the market, and the 
street was kept busy all day with contra- 
dictory rumors on the subject. One of 
these had it that action on the dividend 
would be postponed altogether, and the 
resulting decline In the stock uncovered 
stop loss orders. Covering of shorts in the 
fina! dealings and early information of the 
decision of the directors to disburse the 
first dividend of 1 per cent, caused a rally 
of nearly a point in the stock, but left 
a met loss of a sharp fraction. The bears 
made yigorous attacks on all of the stocks 
of the local corporations, which have been 
recently advanced, the transit companies, 
on talk that the underground rapid transit 
plan was about to fail, and the gas com: 
panies on alleged assurances of political 
tavoritism. These stocks all reacted from 
Over 1 per cent and up to 3 per cent. The 
stocks of the transit companies recovered. 
partly on the postponement of a decision 
on the underground plan. The break in 
th's group, however, broke the market and 
precip‘tated declines all through the list. 
Many leading stocks lost 1 per cent or over, 
and some as much as 2 per cent. The cov- 
ering of shorts at the close and the rally 
in local transit stocks reduced net losses in 
most cases to fractions. The stocks of 
southern and southwestern railroads were 
comparatively firm and show the smallest 
losses. Union Pacific showed a tendency to 
rally, though it weakened somewhat later 
upon a denial of the story that the reor- 
ganization committee had offered tha gov- 
ernment the full amount of the principal 
of its Claim for a settlement of the Kan- 
sas Pac'‘fic controversy. Bustness through 
commisstfon houses showed a large falling 
off today, and sales for London account 
continued on quite a large scale. The gener- 
al news of the day and statements of rail- 
road earnings, which were favorable, were 
disregarded, and the course of the market 
was due almost entirely to the contest be- 
tween professjonal traders. 

The feature of the bond market was the 
decline of 4 points in the Kansas Pacific 
consols due to the apprehension that the 
possible purchase of the property by the 
government may debar the holders from 
a share in the Union Pacific reorgan:zation 
plan. The demand for high grade bonds 
continued good, and a number of gains of 
1 to 2 per cent was shown, The specula- 
tive bonds reacted somewhat in sympathy 
with stocks.

Chicago, December . 10.—After, considera- 
ble efforts the bull clique “in: the wheat 
market succeeded in closing the lid on the 
boiling December shorts and getting the 
price down to a point that doés not so 
Openly invite all the contract wheat in the 
country to Chicago. December closed at 
$1.03, a decline for the day of 4c, while May 
showed about lc decline at the close. Corn 
and oats were governed by the changes in 
wheat, but showed very ‘little, change at 
the close. Provisions also closed substan- 
tially unchanged. 

Wheat at the opening was avery uncer- 
tain quantity: It w generally conceded 
that it was to the Interest of the bull clique 
to.allow the December price to settle down 
to a point where it would be less attractive 
for country holders to send all their wheat 
of contract grade to Chicago, .but, because 
this was so palpable many others expected 
the opposite course, and the result was a 
nervous market.. There was some disap- 
pointment over the poor respense ¢f Liver- 
pool to the advance here, which had some 
effect on opening prices. The early course 
of December was downward, but very soon 
it became strong again and took only two 
skips in recovering from $1.0644 to $1.08. 
It. opened at $1.07, or the same figures as 
at the close the day before. It soon be- 
came evident that the price went up not 
because of any manipulation by the clique, 
-but in spite of their efforts to keep it 
down. They tried it again, however, later 
in the session. and had more success, De- 
cember selling ‘on that occasion at $1.05. 
May was largely influenced by the course 
of December. It opened We lower at 92% 
@92%.c. Trade was very quiet for the first 
forty. minutes, during which May kept 
within the range of $2% and 91%c. At the 
end of that time some few buying orders 
came in together, the crowd in the mean- 
time having got short and a rapid rise to 
931% occurred in consequence.

Advance .in Prices Generally Attrib- 
uted to Manipulation. 
New York, December 10.—R. G. Dun & 


Co.’s weekly review of tra 
eae | trade will say to- 


“The opening of congress with the an- 
nual message and reperts has not discour- 
aged business, as some predicted, but all 
speculative markets are stronger than a 
week ago. The productive industries even 
in the season, usually about the dullest 
of the year as to new orders, meet a defin- 
ite improvement in demand for important 
products, presumably the fruit of a pre- 
vailing conviction that new business vill 
begm to crowd the works after the new 
year starts. The doutward movement of 
wheat and other products continues heavy. 
Securities are advancing with reason in 
the increased earnings of railways—$47,085,- 
801 for No.vember on reporting roads in the 
United States—16.8 per cent larger than 
last year and 5.9 larger than in 1892. A 
striking comparison for five years shows 
that in each of the last three months earn- 
ings have been greater than in any prev- 
ious year with a larger increase in Novem- 
ber than in October or September. 

“The sudden rise in December wheat at 
Chicago to $1.09 would.do harm were it not 
based* on avowed comracts to ship some 
millions of bushels to HKurope. That fact 
and the continued foreign demand in spite 
of such contracts hag neiped a rise of lec 
here. Western receipts for the week were 
5,798,771 bushels, against 3,691,274 last year, 
and Atlantic exports,,ineluding flour, 4,312,- 
id¢, USdutst 2,910,001 jast year, and so great 
is the foreign shortage’ that the outgo of 
corn last year, far greater than ever be-

Ordinance Will Be Intredaced Te Revoke 
All Drag Licenses. 


THE COMMITTEE MEETS TODAY 


Will Hear Argument from All Sides 
m4 This Afternoon.

NEW LAW KILLS THE OLD ORDINANCE 


Committee Will Have To Do the Work 
Over Again—A Settlement Is Not 
Yet in Sight. 


The fight between the druggists, whole- 
salers and saloonists on the liquor ques- 
tion took still another turn yesterday. 
From present indications an ordinance will 
be introduced at the next session of the 
council depriving druggists of all licenses 
to sell whisky as a beverage. There is a 
strong undercurrent of feeling among coun- 
cilmen in this direction, which will materi- 
alize in some @efinite action. Some believe 
this is the only equitable solution of the 
present problem. 

The subject does not seem nearer a set- 
tlement than it was several weeks ago. 
Chairman Hirsch, of the police cemmittee, 
has called a meeting of that body and the 
ordinance committee at the city hall this 
afternoon at 3 o’clock for the further con- 
sideration of this subject. Every dealer 
in the city, and all those who are inter- 
ested, directly or indirectly, in the con- 
troversy, are urged to be present and ex- 
press their views on the question. 

The main fight, therefore, will probably 
have to be made all over again. The new 
section discovered Thursday, which states 
Gealers taxed ad valorem duty cannot be 
taxed more than $50 registration, and which 
was published in fill in yesterday’s Con- 
stitution, has completely upset the commit- 
tee that framed the compromise  ordi- 
nance, and they will now go back and try 
it over again. 

Arguments will be heard from all sides 
of the case this afternoon, and it is proba- 
ble an entirely new ordinance will be 
agreed on. An effort will be made, so it 
is said, to knock the druggists out of sell- 
ing liquor as a_ beverage entirely by this 
committee. It is practically certain, 
though, this clause will not pass without a 
fight. If the present ordiance cannot stand, 
Councilman Lumpkin will favor the re- 
voking clause, and will urge its adoption. 

Strange to say, some of the druggists 
who handle liquor would be glad if all such 
licenses were rescinded. They say they 
would be more than willing to quit the bus- 
iness entirely if their eompetitors would 
do the same. Dr. Tyner says if the pres- 
ent ordinance is passed he will stop selling 
liquor anyway. Dr. Jacobs seems to be the 
only one who is willing to pay the in- 
creased tax and establish a separate com- 
partment. 

The druggists and wholesalers have al- 
ready won the victory as to the license 
clause, and they will jump on the separate 
compartment clause this afternoon with 
both feet. They realize it would be utterly 
impossible for most of them tocomply with 
the proposed statute, and will urge that 
this feature be stricken. 

The meeting this afternoon promises to be 
a warm one.

This was a Mistake, as the 
contents of the letter explained. The au- 
thor of the letter, Frank D. Blue, seeretary 
of the Anti-Vaccination Leagne, of Indian- 
apolis, told Judge Berty that the latter was 
guilty of judicial tyranny and he asked 
that the judge become better posted on the 
vaccimation theory. . \ 

Here is the letter, ihowever, which. tells 
the story better: —§ » 

“Dear Sir: By today’s press @ispatches I 


A policeman was called upon yesterday 
to shoot to death a negro lunatic. The 
officer was Patrolman BE. L. Arthur and 
the negro was Clark Smith. 

The officer left the police barracks yes- 
terday morning, after being relieved from 
the morning watch, and started for his 
home at No: 132 Davis street. When he 
reached the corner of Haynes and Mitchell 
streets he saw a large erowd of ¢xcited 
negroes, and upon inquiring the cause was 
told that Clark Smith had been raising a | 
row and had threatened to kill any 
who interféred with him. ‘Smith . was 
nearby and Patrolman Arthur started to- 
ward him. The negro had a saw and an 
ax on his shoulder, as he is a wood-sawer 
and eutter by occupation. Smith was told 
to stop, but he moved off, telling the vfficer 
that he didn’t have “time ‘to stop.” The 
officer had been informed that the negro 
| Was insane and that the people in the neigh- 
'porhood were greatly frightened. A num- 
ber of citizens asked that the negro be 
taken in charge. - 

The officer advanced toward Smith and 
asked him a number of times to stop. This 
infurtated the lunatic and he wheeled 
around and lifted up the ax. With the 
weapon raised over his head he advanced | E 
upon the policeman. Arthur backed and 
told the negra to stop and drop the ax. 

As the lunatic continued to advance the 
officer finally told him if he did nos stop 
he: would fire. 

“You can shoot and be damned,” shouted 
the now angry maniac as he made a wild 
rush at the policeman. 

Arthur drew his ae and fired just in 
time to save his life.
